and Bobby said “sure,” his father inviting Frankie to act as 
his son’s manager. 

Day was the one who saw the new talent in the young 
Rydell lad. He set the boy to a rigorous schedule of dancing 
lessons, music classes (Bobby plays guitar and drums) and vo- 
cal coaching, all of which helped to make him the polished 
performer he is today. 


Bobby was now ready for records, and, after a fairly suc- 
cessful first outing, came up with “All I want Is You,” follow- 
ing that smash with “Kissin’ Time,” high on the charts for 
weeks. Some others were “Wild One,” “Swingin’ School,” 
“Ding-A-Ling,” “We Got Love,” “Volare,” and “That Old 
Black Magic.” 

On meeting him, one is immediately impressed with the 
fact that here is no run-of-the-mill wise kid record star. Bobby 
has both feet planted on the ground, and amazingly in this 
day and age, exhibits politeness and command of the situation 
wherever he goes. The long hours of hard work have paid off 
handsomely, and Bobby Rydell is fast becoming one of the top 
entertainment attractions in the country.

You turn on the radio and a recording of “Granada” is on 
the air. “Beautiful,” you think to yourself. Then, the song 
bursts into an up-tempo swinging thing, and you know 
Sinatra has done it again, giving an old song a fresh new 
approach. “Granada” is rapidly climbing on the nation’s music 
charts, and once again, Frank Sinatra has a hit on his hands. 


Thinking back, it’s hard for teenagers to remember not hear- 
ing a Sinatra hit record, but his career has had its ups and 
downs. For the past eight years Frank has staged and sus- 
tained one of the most amazing comebacks ever recorded in 
the history of show business. 


In 1952, his career had reached its ebb, Then, he signed 
with Capitol Records, and, in the following year, won the role 
of the ill-fated Maggio in “From Here To Eternity.”

Frank is known in the business, as well as being a superb 
singer, actor, and entertainer, as an accomplished musician 
with an amazing knowledge of classical music, who has con- 
ducted a 56 piece symphony orchestra. He is such a versatile 
performer, and is consistently so popular, that we at HIT

MOTION PICTURE DEBUT 


_ Duane Eddy, king of the “twangy” guitar, has found new 
fields to conquer. He has just completed a feature length 
movie for MGM called “A Thunder Of Drums,” and from all 
indications, Duane is a very talented actor. Co-staring with 
him in the “flick” are George Hamilton and Richard Boone of 
“Paladin” fame. In the movie, he plays the colorful role of 
Trooper Eddy, the boisterous company bugler. “Drums” is an 
erplosive cavalry drama, set on the frontier in the 1870s. 
Duane first attracted the interest of studio officials a few 
months earlier, when he wrote and scored the title theme for 
MGM’s “Ring Of Fire.” They reasoned that since he could 
sell millions of records (he has sold more than twelve mil- — 
lion), he could sell a like amount of box-office tickets.. ‘ 
A native Arizonian, Duane’s role in “A Thunder Of Drums,”

his lines, going over the script endlessly till Eddy had his 
part perfectly. 

“I’m certainly grateful to Mr. Boone for all he’s done for 
me,” Eddy says. “The acting tips he’s given me have sure 
been a big help. He’s a great actor, director and teacher. And 
beyond this, he’s a genuine human being with great per- 
ception and talent. I have immeasurable respect for him.” 

n return, showing his appreciation, Duane is teaching 
Richard Boone the thing that he does best — guitar playing 
— and Boone, indeed, is making amazing progress at it! 

Though he’s new to the world of motion pictures, Duane 
Eddy has a formidable record of success in the music business. 
Since 1958 his recordings have kept the cash registers jingling 
and the teenagers dancing, to the tune of over twelve million 
records-an enviable number, considering the fact that he’s 
done something that no other instrumental group has ever 
done — had six hit singles in one year. 

Duane Eddy was born on April 26, 1938, in Corning New 
York, later moving with his parents to Tucson, Arizona, 
where he attended high school. Though his family for the 
most part were farm and ranch people, his father left the 
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soil to go into the grocery business. It was his father, a 
guitarist himself, who introduced Duane to the instrument 
when he was five years old. 

He played the guitar, but had little serious interest in it 
until 1955 when he visited a radio station in Coolidge, Ari- 
zona, and met Lee Hazelwood, a staff member there. 

Hazelwood recognized natural talent when he saw it, and 
promptly took him to Phoenix, where they recorded “Movin’ 
And Groovin’” and “Rebel Rouser” for the Jamie label. 
Duane, playing in a most unconventional manner, hit pay 
dirt employing the bottom string on his guitar to carry the 
melody. He calls his brand of music “a mixture of Rock-a- 
Billy and Blues,” yet, off-stage his personal music tastes are 
wide and some of his favorites are Elvis Presley, Pat Boone, 
Ella Fitzgerald, Errol Garner, Ray Charles, Chuck Berry 
and Chet Atkins. 

Duane Eddy has had many hit singles, including “Rebel 
Rouser,” “40 Miles Of Bad Road,” “Because They’re Young,” 
“Detour,” “The Secret Seven,” “Rebel Walk,” and we know 
he’ll have many more. His hit albums include “Have Twangy 
Guitar, Will Travel,” “Especially For You,” “The Twang’s 
The Thang,” and “Songs Of Our Heritage.” 
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Another hit! The fabulous Cleftones 
have added another ditty to their col- 
lection of top waxing, with a record al- 
ready inching up the charts into the 
top ten. 

Not that this hasn’t happened be- 
fore. Those of you who’s been hip to 
the happenings can remember way back 
when this talented vocal combo first 
started, at which time they cut a ditty 
called ‘You, Baby, You,” during the 


i“golden age” of Rock & Roll. Yes, this 


group has been swinging for many a 
moon, and they’ve had many hits in the 
past five years, which we know you’re 
hip to. 

They have a style that’s all their own, 
in which they incorporate a distinctive 
and unique vocal blending, coming up 
with a sound that has “Heart And 
Soul,” which is just what you’ll find on 
their latest recording for Gee Records. 
They take an old standard tune and 
give it a bright new “Cleftone” treat- 
ment, 

This is a group which has survived 
all of the fads, refusing to alter their 
original style, avoiding the pitfall of be- 
coming just another group. There are 
vocal groups that sound differently on 
every record they make, which only 
proves one thing: That they have no 
style of their own, The Cleftones re- 
tain that feeling which marks every re- 
cord they make as distinctively “theirs.” 

This rockin’ group has a quorum of 
five, and when you hear them sing, 
you know everyone’s present and ac- 
counted for. On baritone we find Gene 
Pearson, the oldest Cleftone, who at- 
tended Woodrow Wilson High School 
in Queens. An avid bowler, Gene, never- 
theless, prefers to sing and we’re sure 
glad of that! The man makin’ all of 
those low notes is Warren Corbin, and 
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he knows where he’s at! He attended 
Jamaica (L.I.) High School, as did the 
rest of the group, with the exception of 
Gene. 

The “lead” singer of the group, Herb 
Cox, is one of those singers who has a 
“feel” for lyrics, putting “soul” into 
what he does, and “soul” is what makes 
a record a hit, distinguishing it from 
the so-so records on the market, This is 
an important part of the Cleftone 
sound. 


Rounding out the group is second 
tenor Charles James, a lad who also 
plays guitar. A hiking enthusiast. 
Charles loves being with people, en- 
livening any gathering he’s attending. 

Last, but not least, the feminine touch 
to the group is Pat Ipann, a true Rhy- 
thm and Blues singer, and the youngest 
member of the aggregation at only 
eighteen. She likes to sing and capably 
handles her part in making the “clef- 
tone” the harmonic sound you all en- 
joy. Another bowling “bug,” Pat makes 
singing look easy, belying all of the 
hard work which goes into the group’s 
arrangements. (To make a finished re- 
cord ready for release takes hours of 
hard work.) 

The Cleftones first met when they 
sang for a high school assembly during 
a student election, and, liking the way 
they sounded together, decided to try 
for the “big time.” The result is what 
they all hoped for — success and @ 
career in show biz.

What does a fella do when he has to make a decision about 
his career, his life’s work? I was faced with this problem a 
few years ago while attending Ward’s Electronics School, a 
branch of Hillyer College in Hartford, Connecticut. 

__One night in December of 1959, I was sitting in the college 
library, ostensibly for the purpose of studying for the next 
day’s physcis exam. 

I was, instead, working out the melody to a song I had 
written during one of last week’s lectures, not that I didn’t 
like physics. I loved and still love anything to do with the 
wonderful world of electronics, which points up all too well 
what I was going through. I did well with my studies, but 
tonight I wasn’t thinking about physics. 

As I drove homeward, my thoughts were troubled. And in 
miy mind the same question that had been troubling me since 
high school kept going over and over. 

“Do I really want this? Am I good enough to take on music 
for my life’s career? I know I can be a success in this (elec- 
tronics), but music is very intriguing to me.” 

I thought of my parents... and their desire for me to be- 
come a secure, established business man .. . or doctor, or in 
electronics, the field I had chosen. I was torn between the two, 


and nothing was being resolved. 
Jt wasn’t long after that I decided finally to abandon any 
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GREATEST

plans for electronics and devote all my energies to music. 

I wrote a few tunes which were subsequently published 
and recorded. Among them were Steve Lawrence doing 
“Tears From Heaven,” June Valli’s “Lookin’ At The World,” 
and others recorded by such stars as Billy Bland, Clyde Mc- 
Phatter, Tommy Edwards and Roy Orbison. é 

I just my greatest thrill thus far in the music world has 
been my becoming a star overnight, which I’d read about, 
never thinking it could happen to me, , : 

It came about when I was in New York making a demon- 
stration record of a new song I’d composed. I met Aaron 
Schroeder, a music publisher-composer who has since guided 
me in the role of my manager, a swell guy who has done so 
much for me. He liked my singing and set up a recording 
date with United Artists, out of which came “I Wanna Love 
My Life Away,” my first “hit,” on the Musicor label, 

But I wouldn’t have achieved what status I now have if it 
weren’t for you out there. ; 

I’ve met some pretty wonderful people in the music business, 
people who came up the hard way, taking years to get to the 
status some of today’s stars have reached with one or two 
recordings, and all of it impresses upon me the fact that I’ve 
been very lucky. My second record is called “With Every 
Breath I Take.” I hope you like it!

Surprising, that is, till you hear his 
records or meet the man himself, To 
those who know him best, he is known 
as “ole lonesome Don” a pseudonym 
fitting, we think, considering his hit, 
“Oh, Lonesome Me.” 

He is one of the mainstays at RCA 
Victor, having proven to them their 
wisdom in signing him to an exclusive 
recording contract.

In spite of the pre- 
valence of Rock & Roll on today’s 
music scene, the country’s teen music 
fans have taken a liking to Don and 
his music in a big way.

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Comedian Charlie Manna is the new- 
est, freshest comic on the horizon, and 
for good reason too. He is a ‘new 
school comic, right out of ‘the old 
school.’ In other words you don’t need 
an interpreter to laugh while he’s on. 
His sense of timing is perfect, and his 
material choice is impeccable. “Come- 
dy,” according to Charlie, “is profound 
and reflects the times.” “It is one of 
man’s oldest means of expressing him 
self and it can be applied: to almost 
every topic. When daily subjects get 
too serious to be treated with a humor- 


ous twist, then is the time to start 
worrying.” 
He was seriously criticized when 


word got around that he planned to 
joke about the American astronaut 
program in his latest Decca album, 
“Manna Overboard.” Charlie was told 
this was too serious a subject to be 
treated lightly, but his reply to that 
was, “In Russia yes, but thank God 
this is a free land.” 


His astronaut sequence in “Manna 
Overboard” is about the first astron- 
aut’s refusal to take off into space 
without his favorite box of crayons and 
coloring book. The astronaut’s infantile 
and, in the end, futile insistence on his 
crayons is at once human and hilarious. 
Alan Shepard disclosed after his suc- 
cessful flight into space that he had 
heard Manna’s record and received a 
hearty laugh from it prior to take off 
time. In fact, Bill Douglas, the base 
flight surgeon, gave him a box of 
crayons during the great period of ten- 
sion and pressure, and it was then that 
Shepard just broke out into hysterical 
laughter. He later described this as “a 
real tension breaker,” and just what he 
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needed. “I fainted three times when I 
heard that my _ satire had helped 
Shepard relax,” said Manna. “It was a 
great thrill,” he added, “If the astro- 
nauts found the crayon situation humor- | 
ous, I guess it doesn’t hurt the rest of 
us to have a laugh on them.” . 


Topical material is the most popular ~ 


with audiences today claims Manna. 
“Unlike timeless situation material, 
topical material is short lived.” He 
thinks his astronaut gags will orbit 
for only a year or so, 


Charlie avoids sick humor because he 
feels it excludes large segments of the 
population. He recognizes the hilarity . 
of it, but doesn’t feel it is in very good — 
taste. He manages too to stay away 
from off-color material except for an 
occasional purple touch in night club 
work. Actually, Charlie avoids this as 
much as possible. “Blue material doesn’t 
always mean a comic is very funny,” 
says Charlie.
